(for the word beth Eoglifh, Greeke, and'Hebrew, is applia- 
ble to any thing thatis firft. ) Such firft fruits ofhis Beard 
b. Nero put it into a Golden boxe, which headorned with pre. 
cious jewells, and laid it upin the Capitol, 
if the children were ofa noble blond, they would goe as 
farrecas Delphos to give it to Apollo, But if others,fome to one 
God,and fome to another (I think they had their choyce, for 
there were Gods enough of confcience) at Rome, befide ef-

Forfach P/utarch reports 
to have been feat to Aratius by King eAnrigonus, when he Sa- 
erificed at (Corinth: and Ariffophanes (in his Acharaanes ) by 
the Bride ac a Wedding. 
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And indeed not only the Greeks, but che Romans and the 
Jewes too, are co be commended for remembring their 
friends in this kind: for the Jewes both at Sacrifices ( as* Ed- 
kanab did to his Wife, ) and alfo at fealts ( as thofe were bid 
to do by 4 Nehemiah ) uled to fend 1113 portions to them, for 
whom nothing was prepared, Whenthey had greafed their fin- 
gers, they would take a piece of foft bread, and rubthem with 
it, and throw ic to the doggs, and from thence came the pro- 
verb tanguam canis vivens e magdalia, or rather ( if you will ) 
apomagdalia, for fo they called fuch a peice of bread from ¥n- 
weotosew to wipe; fach a thing as their Cookes says or xeesuantsy a 
piece of conrfe bread, which they bad for the fame ufe.

Unleffe you will fay that thefe laft officers 
were not for Eévor, that is bo/pires, {uch as tarried a while and 
away : but for Eércr, thatis uezoms, snquilini, {uch as-fet up 
their habitation im the place where theycame. Forthofe 

were made to pay their usoixoy , an yearely rent tothe City, 
the men twelve, and the * Womenfix Drachmes: which 
if they did not pay, they foldthem , and putthem into the + pi contr; 
fhips for gally flaves; as not reckoning them cleave corne, Elpagor. 
and true Citizens, any more then* eriftorle; but only, 7 . pyijs

The very Souldiers at the taking of Tvey, fo much valued 
the hofpitality fhewed by. Antenor to Menelaw,as to {pare his 
houfe alone. 
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Imuft confeffe indeed the Lacedemonians heare but ill for 
their fevnaaca, and Lycurgus his Law againft admittance of 
ftrangers but upon certain daies,and their dealing deceitfully 
with them then too, Which madethe Poet ( even in Pace ) 
brand them with the name.of diepariéevor, Nay itisfaid how 
that they never made any Azwagé|épss, (.a8 they called it ) free of 
their Gitty, but only two, viz. Tifamenus the Poet, and his 
brother Hegias.. But ftill 1 bope,their Feros ftrangers, were all 
one with & GdpGacs Barbarians , for whom the word is often 
ufed, faies Herodotus,and the Scholiaft upon Homer. For elfe 
certainly Plato would never have given fuch commendations 
oftheir Policy, though it be as proper to the nature of ( as we 
ulually takeic ) policy as it is inconfiftent with the same of aoe 
A‘rna,to care moft for Ones private good.

So farre were the £evcdtycs, thofe thatentertained guefts 
( you may call them Etves too, for itis amame for both, like 
hofpes, perhaps to fhew their neer relation ) from fo muchas 
faipecting a returne of hatred for kindnefle, thatitcoft Dio 
no leffethen his life. Whothough he were forwarned ofan 
intention of Callipus his gueftto murther him, took no care

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ware of one that was his friend and guef? too (as if shat were 
more, ) .

But the Heroes an» 
ciently and for the moft part,ufed to beare Eagles «andar aU = 
rey yourdaTe 703 yarunrderes. To the Armes, they added wer/fes 
in commendation of the proweffe of the Perfon, by which he 
deferved thofe Armes, and the nameof the maker; fuchas 
Paufanias relates upon that of /domenews. The cafe or Theca 
wherein the fhield was put, they called xyue, aname (it 
maybe) for any other the like cafes, according to that in 
* Andromache.

Huherto you 
may reduce the Propheiick {peeches of dying men : fuch as 
that of Rhodiwsin Cicero, who foretold the death of fix men 
that were of the fame age, which fhould be firft , and which 
next and fo along. Or elfeit proceeded 4 mot fomuiants,from 
a doting dreaming motion. And then they called it cveoupiTe- 
xls, Which becanfe it helps nature forward whenitis going 
already, he that had it is by P/starch compared to a ftone 
rumbling down the hill. . 

The firft kind coming by Exthufia/me or Infpirstion, was 
either of leffe authority ; fach as Caffandrahad : or Polybius 
Prophecying his Sonnes death, as he went to Trey; ot Solon 
foretelling the tyranny. Or elfe of greater,fo asto command 
abeliefe: fuch as the Sybill women bad,or the Pythia wench, 
who delivered the Oracles: which was nothing buta cunning 
trick,4 vafris quibufdam & queftuarizs inchoatum, invented for 
paine. The difference between thofe two Prophets confifted 
inthis, that 2 Terre va Pythiam Delphis incitabat natura Si- 
byllam. Pythia had it infpired,or blown into her ont of the grouna, 
and the Sibylles had it by nature. Now, becanfe the number of 
Oracles, and the fuperftition was greater in Greece and ine4- 
thens thea in any other part of the world It may not be amiffe 
to {peak fomewhat of the moft noted of them, viz. Pythyum, 
Dedonaum, and fupiter Hammons.

A & feare of faying too little. So famous and fo rich as it 
was with the gifts or geatzuam, of moftofthe Prioces or 
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People inthe world (infomuch that e¢pretoriaepcs, 10 faid 
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from Agh7wee the mame of ef pollo, who was emilfor Ovaculae 


rum, hath been ufed as a proverb for abundance of Wealth. 
J have read of five Temples erected inthe f2me place at fe- 
verall times. The firft was of Laurell-boughes fetcht from 
Tempe: fields, The fecond,of Wax and Feathers: or elfe faigne 

to be made éx aeeav of wings, becaufe the man’s name was 
Preras that builtit.. The chird, of Braffle (as the Temple was 
at Sparta (Aliverve yorwine..) This fome fay was molten to 
ground, others rhat it was fwallowed up by the Earth-quake. 
The fourth, of ftone, deftroyed by fire the ficft yeare of the 
fifth Oljmpiad. The fife, built by the e4mpbyftions out of the 
holy treafore.in a very fteep place, with but one narrow 
way forthe entrance.More might be faid concerning the tem- 
ple, and the E, 1. in the frontilpice, the reafon whereof is dif- 
puted by 2 Plararch, but I doubr there is too much already, I 


' will proceed to the Cuftomes, which the Athenians (the de- 


vouteft fervants of Apollo ) ufed in fending to him: eitherto 
Delpbes, orto Delos, to do him honour, or to aske his advice. 
The occafion of fending to the Ozacle, was either for help in 
performing fome arduous affaires; or fordelivery from fick- 
neflz, or the hke. Whenthey went thither, they were faid 
dveBetvew , when they returned sgaine xajaBuvay, The cere 
monies ufed in fending Embafles extraordinary.to Delphos , 
were neer the fame with thofe that were ordinari’y nied inthe 
Delix-feaft once a yeare,and they were thefe. Thofe that weze 
fent were called fometimes Svarasy , from the feaft , fome- 
times sxwest (like Hebrew /eers ) a name fuitable to that of 
ef pollo Surisin Pindar { Pyth.y. ). which fome notwithftan- 
ding interpret to be his Index, or his angel the Crow. He that 
had the ordering of the bofineffe was called AeystaeQ. There 
were alfo fept along with them KiguxG Musxe, twothat were 
to be odgont,or Eupulones at Delos for that yeare.

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The Oracle place, ( w2valerocsy or xpusvexoy) Of fupiter 
Hammon , is thought to have been at firft a kind of Schoole 
for the family of Cham, or Ham, but afterward abufed by 
the Devill to this delufion of Oracles. It was in africa 
among the Garamantes in a place almoft inacceflible for 
heat, as that place at Delphos was for bight. ‘Dodonas Grove 
is thought to have been foch another Schoole, vix. forthe 
Ofipring of Dodoxaim Nephew to faphet. — But for this there 
is a Fable of a paireof Doves , that fhonid come from /:- 
egypt, one of which pitcht upona Beech-treein Epirus, and 
there ufing the voyce of a man among other good inftru- 
Gions gave order for the building of a Temple in that 
place; which was done by Dewcalion after his fhipcame thi- 
ther ( while I {peak of thefe things I cannot but think up- 
on Noah and his Arke, and his Dove ) befides the building of 
the City Dedona, nigh unto which this Oracle was.

And the like(they fay) 
were ufed by the Parliament of five bundrea, with the cha¢ 5 De iz luprar 
racters of the ten firft letters upon them, to fhew to which ; 
of the ten Courts every judge was to goe(together with the 
Image of a rod the enfigne of AZercury,the God of Lots) 
he that hadthe Alpha, went to that Court which had the 
figne of e4/pha, and they had the reft to the Courts that 
bare the names of the ietters. Oxe of thefe waies or a// 
(which J know not) was fo much ufed by the Zhrse (the 
three Nimpbes reported to have beene the nurles of Apollo) 
that at length the word thric came to be uled for fortes,lots, 
according to that 
TlomMol 9 proBoroe mavesi 3 Te av Ties apd pes 4 
Calculi were much ufed in ancient times in Judging of cau- 
fes,and in Wwreftling matches, and the like: though(it feems) 
in Cicero's time not fo much) Dus enim magifiratus aut quis 
vir illuftrian writar(ortibue cateris vero in locis plane refrixe. 
Aaa 2 rune 
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In thetrreftling-matches lhavereadthat they had a filver 
pot called the x:ams,into which they put lictle pe//ets about 
the bigneffe of a bean,according to the number of the men, 
two with one market and chofethat happened to draw the 
fame marke were to Wreftie together ;: or if there were an 
odde man, he that had the luck co meet with the odde pellec 
(whom they named égepov ) was to come in ar Kiugs (as we 
fay) orto wraftle at Jaft with him that had the maftery. 
Howthcy uofed them in Judging of Canles,has beene fhewed 
by another 4 already. Bucthat they were ufed alfo by per- 
fons condemned to dye,may be gathered out of driffephanes 
in pace.For by reafon that one only was to be put to death 
inone day, and fomerimes the jodgment was reverfed: the 
Prifoners did caft lots who was to dye firft;and he that drew 
firft, was commonly called by the name of Bsus the (Vers 
cary. Thus inthe fhips in a ftorme , they afed to caft lots 
who fhould be thrown over bord forawSeeue, Thus Exe 
frathius faies,the lot fell co b1/mene,jaft as it did tothe Proe 
phet femab. And fo in moft of the temples, that were re. 
forted unto for Oracles there were és xavpos Lots anda table 
of purpofe to throw for it,afcer the receiving of the anfwer; 
for gap C2zmorris uy 734 av abn) SaoTAnSvorru 70 4° Gf Aun, tx 
Sroreacdeaizeu( fates the ~ upon Pindar)if / throw fucha caf, 
rhe Prophecy will be fulfilled. If t do not,it will not. Nay inthe 
Lanes, and the ftreets, and croffle waies they had their 
fortes vialeseqvodt.s oujz orgs eAlchylus cals them,and avosiG 
isa Title of AZercury) as well as the Romans. For the 
party that would know his fortune, carried fo many cuts a- 
bout him, with feverall infcriptionssand the next boy he met 
withinthe way as he went, hebid him draw: and if that 
which came forth, agreed with that which he had in his 
mind; it went for as good a Prophecy as the belt, according 
to thatof Zsbullus Eleg.t.

Nay the Chriftians themfelves have not fticktto practife 
the like upon the Bible, according to that of Dicepherus 
Gregor. ‘Avoicey guewe dav cv Larrmene apoCanuce Snulav an 
meiy. Avd thus Hercales is reported by Cedrenuys, to have 
askt counfaile out of the New Teftament, 4 < 
2p AAGavia micayerudou,and to have beene thereby per{waded 
to Winter in 4/bania. Sometimes they would make choyce 
of divers fatidicall verfes,& having written them upon little 
Tables,patthem into a pot and draw for it. duftin.J.4. Cone 
fef[.cap.3.Makes mention ofthefe lotteries. Si enim de Pa- 
gants poet a cui alpiam longe alind canentts atZ intendentis,cum 
fortem quis con(ulit , mirabiliter confonus negotio [ape verlus 
exivet.And this way they fay that Socrates foretold the day 
of his death, But thus much may fuffice of xaipor fortes, for 
by xaup@ inthe fingular number, is many times meant the 
hint, or occafion given to Diviners to fpeak what they did.

For the Diviners chemfelves,Vates,or ydrresyas they did bu 

little better then faine like Poets; fo they did imitate them 
too in many other things,asin eating of hearts and livers, 
and tying of Laurell about their heads, asthe Poet a fajes 
Of Calfandra b Xrwesndua senate dora; xcounsacay. For why? 
~ venturi pra'cia laurase The Laurel they took to be a thing 
of {pecialland foveraigne vertue, both to feta mana Pro. 
phecying (and therefore. Ewrip. cals it Szzm'noy Swovlu ) 
and to preferve him from any evill,and therefore very much 
ufedin Luftrations,infomuch that they would commonly 
have the ftaves they carried in their hands, to be made of 
Laurell wood. They had their diet in the Prytaneum like 
publike perfons, xenamortyuusre cv 4 és apuravics onnzias,s faies 
the Scholiaft on Ariftophanes. There was one more noted 
Fraternity of them,called the wucidus’ eiMe 7, © eerie dlp, 
sev, faies Helych. Three Prophets there were of very great 
fame,every one called by the name of Bacis, The eldeft 
was of Eleonin Baotias the next of Arhens (he that cured 
the Lacedemonian women of their madneffe:)and the youns 
geftofCaphuain Arcadia (of Locris fome fay) otherwife 
called KuSa,and "Aatrm. Anfwering tothefe three men,the 
Scholiaft upon Ariffophanes(in Jrene)faies there were three 
Women Prophets,every one of whom was called by the name 
of Sybillaviz."Delphica,Erythres, and Sardiaca.But the firft 


. (Z believe) bad moft of the Spirit Cof Pythonsand brought her 


Maier moft gaine by Southfaying . 


And now, Courteous Reader, though I have 
done fo much fo ill already I muft be forced to doe 
more yet,crexcufe one fault with another.
